Cruelty to Animals 


To brighten up a dull afternoon, 


two men tied an oil can to a dog's 
tail and set the oil on fire. At the 
time it seemed hilarious. But the 
men did not laugh when they were 
hailed into court and found guilty 
of cruelty to animals. 


Few of us today would quarrel 


with the court's ruling. Yet, until 
comparatively recent years, cruelty 
to animals was not a crime at all. 
The common law did protect the 
property 
rights of 
an 
animal's 


owner, but did not protect the 
animal itself. Thus: 


Suppose A abused B's horse. B, 


having suffered an injury to his 
property, could collect damages 
from A. But suppose B abused his 
own horse. Or suppose the horse 
was a stray, with no owner to be 


concerned. 
Then 
the 
law 
kept 


silent. Nothing stayed the brutal 
hand. 


But if the common law did not 


condemn, common decency finally 
did. In a striking ••hift of public 
opinion, cruelly to animals—in it- 
self — has nov, been branded every- 
where ;ii a crime.
